RISON, Ark.—Jesse Gibson, aged 


I about 50, who with Mrs. Gibson is 
alleged to have kidnaped Ruthie May 
Smith, the ll.year-old daughter of 
Mrs. A. G. Harris of El Dorado a week 
ago/ was captured after being shot and 
seriously wounded by officers near 
Warren Sunday night.. 


Mrs. Gibson was arrested and the 


child was rescued by the officers. The 
woman was placed in jail at Rison, 
while the girl was taken to the home 
of Sheriff Morrison. The girl told the 
sheriff she had not been mistreated. 


Gibson who was rowing down the

About 15 shots were fired at 
him. 
One bullet pierced a lung, phy- 


sicians said. He was taken to Dr.

The Gibsons, with the little girl, 


left El Dorado immediately after the 
alleged kidnaping. The child's mother 
told officers there that she suspected 
the Gibsons. 


Sheriff Morrison received word this 


morning that the Gibsons had deserted 
their automobile and seized a boat at 
White Oak bluff, near here, and start- 
ed rowing down the river. With sev- 
eral deputies and officers from Brad- 
ey county, he started a search of the 
iver.

LITTLE ROCK—Twenty-four hours 


after they had fled from the State 
Farm for Women near Jacksonville, 
three women prisoners were back in 
custody—in a cell at police headquart- 
ers here. Their only regret was that 
they were not placed in the Pulaski 
county jail. 


The women, Alta Markham, aged 


19, Mrs. Essie Giimore, 41, and Mrs. 
Jewell Burton, 25, probably will be 
returned to the farm Wednesday. 


"The only reason we left the farm," 


Mrs. Burton said "is that federal pris- 
oners there are given much more lib- 
erty than we state prisoners.

Despitn 
the dropping of tlie water ballast to 
prevent this rapid descent, the de- 
scending air currents were too strong 
to be overcome and the ship was driv- 
en, stern foremost, towards the sur- 
face of the ocean. It apparently hit 
with such force as to demolish the 
structure. 


Commander Wiley and the men who

grasp some floating objects as the 
ship crashed. The rest of the pas- 
sengers and crew 
were 'probably 


pitched into the ocean and due to !the 
darkness and heavy seas dorwned be- 
fore the rescuing boats coul darrive.

Largest IQ World 


AKRON, Ohio.-(fP) -The Akron 


was the United States first home-built 
dirigible of the Zeppelin type nnd 
with its sister ship, the Macon—now 
waiting Its maiden flight—shared the 
distinction of being the largest in the 
world. 


The Akron was 785 feet long with 


a maximum diameter of 132.9 feet 
nnd held 0,500,000 cubic feet of non- 
inflammable helium gas. making it 
nearly twice the size of the Graf Zep- 
pelin. Its length was equal to the 
height of a 54-story skyscraper. 


;Powered by eight Maybach engines 


capable of developing 4,480 horsepow- 
er, it had a maximum speed of 84 
miles an hour. Its cruising range was 
10,580 miles, enough to make a jaunt 
to the north pole just a week-end 
trip. 
Its rings forming the hulk, and the 


keel, were made of duraluminum. 
There were 11 rings, large enough to 
encircle a 10-story building. 


Carried 5 Planes 


The Akron was able,,to carry five 


fighting planes in a lower compart- 
ment. There were two control cab- 
ins, one forward and one aft, the lat- 
ter designed for emergency use. The 
shio carried an electric power plant 
and a system of 18 telephones. 


The 36,000 yards of muslin, special- 


ly treated 'to resist fire, covering the 
hulk were painted with aluminum, 
chosen for sun resistance but respon- 
sible for the Akron's silvery appear- 
ance. 


To make the hull of the ship triple 


that of the usual Zeppelin the back- 
bone of the ship, or its keel, was of 
triple strength. The metal of;the keel, 
as well as the great rings which con- 
stituted the framework, was of dura- 
luminum, punched and flanged wher- 
ever possible to give it strength.

Largest IQ World 


AKRON, Ohio.-(fP) -The Akron 


was the United States first home-built 
dirigible of the Zeppelin type nnd 
with its sister ship, the Macon—now 
waiting Its maiden flight—shared the 
distinction of being the largest in the 
world. 


The Akron was 785 feet long with 


a maximum diameter of 132.9 feet 
nnd held 0,500,000 cubic feet of non- 
inflammable helium gas. making it 
nearly twice the size of the Graf Zep- 
pelin. Its length was equal to the 
height of a 54-story skyscraper. 


;Powered by eight Maybach engines 


capable of developing 4,480 horsepow- 
er, it had a maximum speed of 84 
miles an hour. Its cruising range was 
10,580 miles, enough to make a jaunt 
to the north pole just a week-end 
trip. 
Its rings forming the hulk, and the 


keel, were made of duraluminum. 
There were 11 rings, large enough to 
encircle a 10-story building. 


Carried 5 Planes 


The Akron was able,,to carry five 


fighting planes in a lower compart- 
ment. There were two control cab- 
ins, one forward and one aft, the lat- 
ter designed for emergency use. The 
shio carried an electric power plant 
and a system of 18 telephones. 


The 36,000 yards of muslin, special- 


ly treated 'to resist fire, covering the 
hulk were painted with aluminum, 
chosen for sun resistance but respon- 
sible for the Akron's silvery appear- 
ance. 


To make the hull of the ship triple 


that of the usual Zeppelin the back- 
bone of the ship, or its keel, was of 
triple strength. The metal of;the keel, 
as well as the great rings which con- 
stituted the framework, was of dura- 
luminum, punched and flanged wher- 
ever possible to give it strength.

Act No. 144 


Act No. 144 or 1933 fixed June 15 as the last date for pay- 


ment of poll taxes that would qualify the holders to-vote. 


Poll taxes due this year are for 


assessments made last year, prior to 
April 10. 


Any person who has not assessed a 


poll tax may, up to and including June 
15, go before the clerk and make an 
assessment and pay a penalty of Jl— 
25 cents of which shall go to the clerk 
for his services, and 75 cents to the 
county general fund. If the assess- 
ment be made after April 10, the co- 
lector also must add a penalty of 25 
cents for failure to pay the poll tax 
at the time prescribed for making pay.

Women are not required by the con- 


stitutio ntp pay a poll tax unless they 
want to vote, and in that event the 
supreme court has held that they are 
subject to the laws relating to. assess- 
ment and collection of poll taxes. 


A poll tax receipt issued on or be- 


fore -June 15 entitles the holder to 
vote in any election between June 15, 
1933, and June 15, 1934, 


Any person who has become of age 


since the time for assessing taxes in 
1932 ^April 10) may, if possessing oth- 
er .qualifications of an elector, vote 
without a poll tax receipt at any elec- 
tion fcrior to June 15, 1J34.
